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Boy Found Dead 
In Cobbs Creek 

Youngster, Vh, Drowns 
After Wandering From 
Grandmother's Home 

The2%-year-old son of an Army 
Air Forces veteran was found 
dead, .face down in Cobbs Creek, 
two hours after he wandored 
away from his grandmother's home 
Wednesday. 

' John Plalsted, 29, of 427 Haver- 
ford Rd. t Wynnewood, told Haver- 
lord Township police that he and 
his son .were visiting the baby's 
grandmother, Mrs. Margaret Plals- 
ted, of 2444 Linden Drive, Merwood 
Park,, on Wednesday afternoon. 
Plaisted has been divorced for two 
months from the baby's mother, 
Mrs. Lucille .Hamber, of Clemen- 
ton* N. J. He received custody of 
the child during divorce proceed- 
ings. 

At 4.30 P. M., the veteran con- 
tinued, he and his mother were 
talking in the living-room when 
the baby entered. They left him 
there, going upstairs, and woe', 
they returned he was gone. In the 
yard they found his toys but no 
aign of the child. They didn't he- 
come alarmed immediately, be- 
cause the youngster had wander- 
ed away before. 

With the help of several neigh- 
bors, Plaisted searched the area 
until 6.30 P. M. Then, he notified 
police. Acting superintendent 
James F. Hartness and the entire 
police force joined in the search 
aided by the Oakmont Boy Scouts 
and the fire company. 

At 7.10 P. M. "Mickey" Mlghell, 
14, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Lynne 
B. Meghill, of 2502 Wynnefleld 
Drive, Merwood Park, saw the 
body of the child, face down in 
Cobbs Creek and partially hidden 
by high weeds and bushes. 

She returne for her father, and 
he and another neighbor rescued 
the body of the child, who had evi- 
dently fallen down a 10-foot em- 
bankment into the water. Although 
Meghill ' applied artificial respira- 
tion, as police rushed them to ths 
Bryh Mawr Hospital, the baby was 
pronounced dead on arrival. 

The ' child's father served from 
1943 until 1946 in the European 
theater of operations, where he

Members of the NarbMth School 
Board took under advisement a 
petition to resume free bus service 
for students attending Lower Mer- 
ion Schools last Thursday night. 

The petition, signed by over 100 
Narberth residents, was presented 
to the Board by a delegation of 
only three parents. 

In taking the petition under ad- 
visement, the Board reminded 
those present that the school code 
permits, but doesn't obligate, the 
Board to provide the bus service 
offered In previous years, 

A scarcity of money was the 
principal reason for withholding 
immediate action on the petition 
an official of the Board statz/d this 
week. In spite of increased taxes 
he said, the Board is facing ex- 
penses of $3318 for gymnasium re 
pairs, $5220 for new furnaces and 
$227 for painting and miscellan: 
ous repairs, plus salary increases. 

Tuition costs for the Narberth 
students who attend Lower Mer- 
lon Schools have been raised from 
$25,700 in 1943-44 to $44,000 in 
1946-47, while expenses of instruc- 
tion have risen from $72,418 in 
1944-45 to $105,536 in 1946-47. 

The entire school budget has 
been set at $148,122 for the current 
school year, against $72,418 for last 
year. 

No money was appropriated this 
year, according to a Board mem- 
ber, for the additional expense of 
the bus service.

Reconstruction of the Narberth 
Ave. bridge over the Pennsylvania 
was started this week by 15 rail- 
road workmen, after a delay of al- 
most four months. 

The work, scheduled by railroad 
officials to take two months, will 
be done entirely by railroad work- 
men, and done entirely at railroad 
expense. 

Plans for the new bridge, drawn 
up by the railroad, were presented 
to the Narberth Planning Commis- 
sion last year for. their considera- 
tion before final plans were author- 
ized by the railroad. 

The plans calls for an entirely 
new structure of steel and iron, 
with a new concrete . roadbed. A 
curve of the deck on the new 
bridge will aid in eliminating 
abrupt changes in the grade 
caused by the present flat surface. 

When construction is complete, 
the overall width of the structure 
will be approximately five or six 
feet wider, to allow for a new ped- 
estrian walkway on the east sI3s 
of the bridge. The roadbed in itself, 
however, will not be enlarged. 

Officials of the railroad estimated 
the cost of the new bridge to be 
approximately $40,000. 

While the present wood andiron 
structure is being razed, all trafflo 
Is being detoured by way of Hav- 
erfodr, Elmwood and Wynnewood 
Aves.

Says Pilot, Arcjmore Resident 

"You leave LaGuardia Field at 2 recently to. seek a position in the 



P. M., make stops at Gander, New- 
foundland; Preswlck, Scotland; 
Copenhagen, Denmark; or 'Oslo, 
Norway, and by 7.30 P. M. of the 
second day you are in Stockholm, 
Sweden." 

Piloting a transatlantic plane 
these days Is just about as simple 
as that, in the opinion of N. Stan- 
ley Kavanagh, of 2741 Belmont 
Ave., Ardmore, who recently com- 
pleted his twelfth round trip for 
the Scandinavian Air Line System. 

"Bud," as he prefers to be called, 
was just seven at the time Lind- 
bergh flew across the Atlantic In 
1927 and he remembers that peo- 
ple became quite excited about the 
feat. But now things are so well 
systematized that flying the ocean 
is "just a job" to an experienced 
pilot. 

A graduate of Lower Merion High 
School, "Bud" was attending Tem- 
ple University when the war inter- 
rupted, his education. Because he 
had alwayB wanted to fly, he signed 
up for Naval Aviation and soon 
won his wings. Through the war 
he piloted Navy transport planes 
— to Europe, to the Caribbean and 
to the Maritime provinces, and to 
the Pacific Theatre — and came out 
with the rank of lieutenant. 

War's- end found him looking for 
a Job— preferably a' "big paying" 
job. He got it piloting a 28-pasien 
ger Douglas DC4 between New 
York and Stockholm. But although 
the pay was big, there was too lit-

Tells of Horse 
Race 'Fixing' 

Optimists' Guest Perfected ]i 
Method for Determining ] 
Use of Dpoe 

Dr. James C. Munch, professor 
of pharmacology at Temple Uni- 
versity and a member of the Unit- 
elTyStartes Public Health' Service,' 
was guest speaker Tuesday at 
the meeting of the Ardmore Opti- 
mists Club. 

Dr. Munch discussed the meth- 
ods of detecting racehorse doping. 
Horse racing in this country is a 
six million dollar business, he 
pointed out. Since it embodies gam- 
bling, all types of illegal methods 
for fixing races are attempted. 
This includes the use of various 
medicines, known as "dopes." 

Since the federal government, 
the state government and the mu- 
nicipal government takes a tax, 
they are all interested in the hon- 
est handling of the business. Dr. 
Munch has perfected a method of 
determining whether or not a 
horse has been doped, by testing 
saliva. Five minutes after the test 
is made the result is available. 
Formerly this took from two to 
three days. 

"There is only one way, to win 
on the horses," the speaker told 
his audience. "That is, don't bet on 
them! There is no way an outsider 
could possibly know which horse 
is going to win. Each time one 
method of dishonesty is curtailed, 
another springs up. It's a fine spec- 
tacle to watch, especially on a nice 
day. But take my advice— don't 
bet on those bob-tailed nags!" 

Dr. Munch was introduced by 
Carl Wilson .chairman of the pro- 
gram committee.
